went down with the uni- 


versal crash,and 
to-day the great East- 


ern mercantile centres 
are groaning 


under a geueral prostration. 


The Pacific coast, on the contrary, is 


enjoying a speculative 
impulse which 


has a real 
basis. 
Many causes 
com- 


bine to produce this result, aud which 
promises perraanancy. 
The gold and 


silver in our mountains, 
the fertility 


of our valleys, our commercial position 
and semi-tropical 
climate, 
all com- 


bine to give real estate a standard 
val- 


ue, which it should 
maintaiu perma- 


nently. 
The influx of immigration 


and the increasing demand for homes, 
tend to augment rather 
than decrease 


the bounding pulse of the real estate 
market. 
A little careful 
work on the 


part of our large property owners and 
enterprising 
real estate 
dealers will 


help the tendency of tbe market 
up- 


wards and largely increase 
the popu- 


lation, wealth and general business of 
Los Angeles.

Itsimply means rule the 
people as they will bear it. 
The Au- 


tocrat of Russia 
will probably 
adopt 


this in his next communication 
to his 


parliament. 
Itwould be so convenient 


for him to say, "Ipropose to deal with 
public questions as they arise." 
"Ido 


not propose 
to waste 
my breath 
in 


telling these foolish people what I in- 
tend to do or ought 
to be done, what 


business 
is it of theirs, I shall rule 


them to suit myself." 
We rather like 


this. 
"Make no promises and tell no 


lies." 


The People's Party. 


We have before us the address of the 


State Central Committee 
of the Peo- 


ple's party. 
It is written in tbe old 


Jeffersoniau 
style 
of Independence 


Declaration. 
It arraigns the two old 


political parties, 
combined 
with the 


monopolists of every class, before the 
bar of public opinion, aud 
reads out 


in thunder tones a catalogue 
of griev- 


ances which itmakes an honest man's 
heart sick to read. 
We willgive a 


few as a sample: 
"1. 
Taking advan- 


tage of the disturbed 
state of public 


mind and putting their own tools in 
office to speculate 
upon the noble pat- 


riotism 
of 
the 
people. 
2. Making 


themselves rich by special legislative 
enactments. 
3. Creating rings of pol- 


iticians 
and monopolists by distribu- 


tion of Federal 
patronage, 
by which 


both political parties 
are 
controlled 


by the monopolists. 
4. Peculation 
in 


office and discriminating 
in taxation, 


by which their favorites were exempt 


and the honest people 
were 
made 
to 


bear the 
burden of the Government. 


5. For using the means 
appropriated 


by the Government 
for internal 
im- 


provement 
for private 
speculation, 


and 
the 
creation 
of 
monopolies to 


break 
down 
honest 
competition. 
6. 


The establishment ofrival newspapers 
published 
by monopolies 
for the sole 


purpose ot destroying all independent 
papers, 
in order to enslave the honest 


people. 
7. Their efforts to dest roy all 


towns and 
centres of trade, by build- 


ing up new ones on railroad lines. 
8. 


Their interference in the making and 
administering of the local laws ofeach 
State. 
9. 
Discriminating 
iv prices 


and special 
rates 
of freight. 
10. For 


increasing 
the 
taxes, which are 
al- 


ready grinding the people to death." 
These 
arc only a few of the charges 


made ap ainst the guilty parties. 
The 


only platform set forth in this docu- 
ment 
Is a geueral 
opposition 
to all 


other parties and the election of men 
who cannot 
be controled 
by them. 


This is very broad, but rather in defi- 
nite. There may, however, be wisdom 
in It, as everybody is getting tired of 
what we have had. 
"Can't do worse," 


will be the 
desperate 
conclusion 
of 


many and they will vote at a venture. 


How to Beautify the City. 


We do not care to trespass ou what 


Edmund Bukke calls the " liberty of 
will," but we intend 
to lecture our 


citizens a little on a subject that must 
eventually benefit themselves 
as well 


as beautify the city, aud thus add to 
the general good. It is but a few years 
since this city was 
devoid of a single 


beautiful residence, 
and only very re- 


cently 
since 
improvements 
com- 


menced 
on an extensive 
scale. 
We 


not only want tine buildings, 
but we 


want 
those 
buildings 
adorned 
with 


grounds that willcharm the passer-by. 
There 
seems 
to 
be an 
impression 


among the people 
that a fine house is 


quite enougli, without regard 
to the 


grounds. 
Itreminds us of v man with 


a new hat, not having suitable cloth- 
ing to wear with it; he looks misera- 
bly seedy al 1over, but prides 
himself 


on his two-siory-and-a-half head cov- 
ering. 
Such to our mind 
is the ap- 


pearance of a flue house and a barren 
spot 
of ground. 
We have 
a great 


number of wealthy men here?intelli- 
gent, 
liberal and shrewd?but 
they 


have spent most of their lives making 
money, leaving all else for their wiv- 
and children to attend to. 
Now 


their 
fortunes 
are 
made, 
we 


them 
to 
build beautiful 
home 


extensive 
grounds. 
They do not. 


directions 
how to do 
it. 
They 


employ a landscape 
gardener or se

parties in Han Francisco 
or Monterey 


for the full details of the affair, tele- 
grams of the most laconic 
style have 


been received, 
saying: 
"Struck a rock 


? total 
wreck ? passengers 
saved." 


Public 
interest, 
however, 
demands 


somethiug 
more explicit concerning 


ati affair of so 
much 
interest 
and 


which comes 
so closely home to eve- 


rybody in our city. 
At 3 o'clock yes- 


terday 
afternoon 
the steamer Ancon 


arrived 
at 
San 
Pedro, 
bringing 


the 
passengers 
of 
the 
unfor- 


tunate 
ship, 
and 
at 
half - past 


six 
o'clock 
the Wilmington 
train 


landed them in our city. 
Many a one 


no doubt 
drew the first long breath 


which 
they bad 
experienced 
for a 


week. Altogether, they were the moat 
dilapidated lot of passengers 
which we 


have 
seen 
for many a day. 
One of 


them said to us as we inquired after 
his welfare, "Don't ask 
me; I have 


been on the 'ragged 
edge' since Tues- 


day niirht." 
The story of the whole 


disaster, 
told 
us by 
a friend who 


chanced 
to be among the unfortunates, 


is as follows: 


The steamer struck tbe rock at 8:15 


Tuesday 
night. 
Just before 
the col- 


lision I was in my stateroom with a 
companion, 
and 
chancing 
to 
look 


through the dead-light 
saw quite dis- 


tinctly the shape of arook not far from 
the side of the ship?perhaps 
fortyfeet 


distant. 
I said to my friend, "That's 


a close 
Bhave." 
Then 
he replied, 


"There's 
another, 
and 
another." 


Simultaneously 
with this the engine 


bell was struck aud the machinery of 
the steamer 
reversed. 
In a second's 


time tbe ship struck the rock, produc- 
ing such a concussion 
that we were 


both thrown to the floor. 
From this, 


all was confusion. 
When I reached 


the deck (which was as soon as possi- 
ble, you may be sure), Ifound the fore 
part of the ship firmlygrounded and 
the stern pointing seaward. 
In a few 


moments she swung around,with stern 
iu-shore, and striking on another rock 
was firmly bound. 
For a while the 


utmost consternation prevailed among 
the passengers. 
Some 
of the ladies 


went 
into hysterics, 
but as 
a 
gen- 


eral 
thing 
they 
displayed 
more 


coolness 
than the men. 
One big fol- 


low?big enough 
to carry six of me? 


rushed up and asked if he could hang 
on to me, as be saw that I had a lira 
preserver. 
Isaid "my friend 
paddle 


your own canoe" and be went off the 
most wretched man I ever saw. 
One 


lady exclaimed in the intensity of her 
excitement, 
"Oh, shall I never walk 


on Kearney 
street 
again?" 
There is 


always a comical side to these affairs 
when they come out all right after- 
wards, but this one was sober enough 
for us 
just then. 
We soon 
learned 


that the ship was in no danger ofsink- 
ing and that the shore was not far dis- 
tant; 
then life preservers 
were 
dis- 


tributed to all of the passengers 
and 


comparative 
quiet was restored. 
At 


least fifteen minutes elapsed after the 
ship struck before the boats were low- 
ered. 
There seemed 
to be a lack of 


discipline among 
the crew, and 
the 


lowering of the boats 
was attended 


with considerable confusion. 
Mr. Har- 


rison, the First Officer, however, is en- 
titled to much credit, as he maintained 
his presence 
of mind throughout. 
In 


charge of the first boat he left the ship 
to look up a safe landing 
place, and 


found a clear beach about one hundred 
and fifty yards 
distant. 
A line was 


soon stretched from the ship te shore 
and 
the work of debarkation 
com- 


menced. 
Four boats 
were at hand, 


including that in charge ofthe First 
Mate. 
Two of those, ivwhich a num- 


ber of ladies and three or four gentle- 
men had been 
placed, 
through a mis- 


understanding 
of their crews, 
pulled 


away to sea, 
and after being out all 


night, landed seven miles below where 
the 
vessel 
struck. 
This awkward 


management 
left us only two availa- 


ble boats in which to land the remain- 
ing passengers?about 
two hundred in 


number. 
The process of disembark- 


ing was rendered difficult and danger- 
ous. 
We were compelled 
to grasp a 


rope hanging over the ship's side and 
slide down to the boats below, which, 
owing to the heavy surf, could not be 
held to one place a second at a time. 
Wheu a man reached the rope's end, 
he found 
himself 
dangling 
between 


heaven and ocean, with no great cer- 
tainty whether 
he would drop into 


Ihe water or into the boat when he 
let 
go. 
Fortunately, 
however, 
no 


casualties 
occurred 
and 
the passen- 


gers 
were 
all 
landed 
at 
half- 


past 
12 at night, 
tbe work having 


been 
carried on for four long hours. 


The first boat (load that landed man- 
aged 
to kindle a fire on the beach 


which served as a beacon 
to the pas- 


sengers 
still on board the wreck and 


gave something 
of a more cheerful 


outlook to affairs in general. 
Other 


fires were kindled as the passengers 
continued to arrive on shore; blankets 
were also secured from the vessel, 
al- 


though insufficient in number, and tbe 
forlorn company 
were made as com- 


fortable as tne exigencies of the case 
would permit. 
No attempt was made 


to save any of the baggage leftbehind 
during that night or the day follow- 
ing. 
About ten o'clock Wednesday 


morning the boats returned to theship 
and brought a supply of provisions 
up- 


on which we managed 
to subsist un- 
tiltaken offby the Santa Cruz Thurs- 
day 
morning. 
The 
two 
nights 


and 
a 
day 
spent 
upon 
the 


beach 
were 
a 
severe 
tax 
upon 


the endurance 
of all, as a cool sea- 


breeze 
was blowing constantly 
and 


everybody's clothing was soaked with 
water in the debarkation. 
About 30 


of our 
number 
becoming 
disgusted 


with their poor accommodations, 
left 


the party and walked to Monterey, a 
distance of 28 miles. 
We left the 


beach about 9 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing and were 
taken 
on board 
the 


Santa Cruz and carried 
to Monterey. 


The rest of the trip down the coast on 
the steamer 
Ancon had no event of 


importance, 
except 
when we found 


ourselves 
safely on terra firma once 


more. 


Thus far 
we 
have 
given our in- 


formants experience in almost his own 
words. 
The statement willconvey a 


clear idea of the incidents of the dis- 
aster. 
Concerning the competency 
of 


the officers or the excuse for the acci- 
dent, 
our friend 
does not consider 


himself 
a 
Judge, 
and 
very 
dis- 


creetly 
refrains 
from 
expressing 


an 
opinion. 
All 
sorts 
of 
sto- 


ries 
were rife 
among 
the 
passen- 


gers, derogatory to the Captain, as is 
usually tbe case in such disasters, 
but 


they are hardly worthy of a hearing. 
Upon one thing, however, our inform- 
ant is certain. 
That at the time ofthe 


accident 
there 
was 
no "dense 
fog 


bank" as reported. 
He says there was 


a light fog, but one could easily see the 
shore 500 yards 
distant. 
But doctors 


will disagree 
even in such 
a slight 


thing as a mist or fog, aud the final 
decision of the question may as well 
be left to the formal investigatiou of 
the case which will no doubt occur at 
an early day.
